On Ma 016, an Internal Affairs Bu ) team comprised of Lieute 
Adler, Lieutenant Todd Koj , Sergeant Carmen Arballo, 
and Sergeant responded to Century Station regarding an 


on-duty, hit shooting. The incident concluded with the death of Suspect Christian 
Medina. 


IAB Lieu! dier confirmed the on-duty watch commander, Lieutenant Steven 
Tousy, = took reasonable steps to ensure involved and witness personnel did 
not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators. In addition, IAB Lieutenant Adler confirmed 
the involved personnel gathered in the company of a supervisor until they provided a 
statement to the assigned investigators. 


Detectives Gustavo Carrillo, mm and Adan Torres, _ from the Los 
Angeles County Sheriffs Department Homicide Bureau, arrived and assumed control of 
the investigation. For further information regarding the Homicide investigation refer to 
Homicide case book, under URN #016-03992-2171-013 [Exhibit A]. 


On March 16, 2016, at approximately 0425 hours, Century Sheriff's station received a 9- 
1-1 call from a public pay phone. The caller, later identified as Suspect Medina, stated 
there was a robbery in progress and the robbery suspect was armed with a handgun. 
Suspect Medina described the robbery suspect as wearing a black “hoodie” with shorts 
and saw the suspect holding a black handgun [Exhibit B].

The deputies saw Suspect Medina step back from the payphone and 
stepped away from the deputies. Suddenly, Suspect Medina turned back toward the 
deputies, planted his, ulder width apart, and simulated he was pointing a gun at 
the deputies. ep A head on toward the pay phone and stopped the 
vehicle approximately 15 feet fr b and Suspect Medina. Fearing for their lives, 
both Depu! lan fired several rounds from their Department 
issued firearm.

Suspect Medina was subsequently pronounced dead at 0445 hours by Paramedic 
Francisco Lomelli of Los Angeles County Fire Department, Engine #9. Suspect Medina 
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sustained a total of thirteen gunshot wounds. See Coroners for further [Exhibit A, 
Pages 207-248]. The autopsy report revealed Suspect Medina had no sign of narcotics 
in is system [Exhibit A, pages 240]. Suspect Medina was not in possession of a 
weapon at the time of the shooting, and there was no gun recovered at the crime scene.

Deputy Garcia saw numerous deputies on scene when she exited the patrol vehicle. 


She saw Suspect Medina laying on the corner of 64* Street and Holmes Avenue. 
Deputy Garcia said she remembered deputies formed an approach and arrest team and 
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participated on the team. She did not recall who handcuffed Suspect Medina if i 
was her. Once Suspect Medina was handcuffed, Deputy Garcia saw Witness| 
emerge from his vehicle. Deputy Garcia immediately a partners (deputies). 
She said a second team was formed to secure wines clear his vehicle. 
During her interview, Deputy Garcia told investigators she could not identify herself on 
the surveillance video due to the poor quality of the picture. She also was unable to 
remember who handcuffed Suspect Medina. 


Deputy Garcia saj ained at the rear of a black and white vehicle while deputies 
removed Witnes: tom his vehicle. Deputy Garcia said she wanted to help 
and initiated an incident log. 


IAB Note: An incident log is a list of persons who enter a crime 
scene. It is used to preserve the crime scene and record 
any person’s entering and exited a crime scene. 


DEPUTY MATTHEW FITZPATRICK 


On January 9, 2019, Deputy Fitzpatrick, was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Arballo. 
The interview was audio recorded and transcribed. The following is a summary of the 
interview: 


On the day of the incident, Deputy Fitzpatrick was scheduled to start his shift at 
hours. Deputy Fitzpatrick said he was at the station when the shooting occurred. 
Deputy Fitzpatrick believed he responded to the Command Post (CP) after 0500 hours 
and arrived at the scene shortly thereafter. 


LIEUTENANT CHRISTOPHER LIO 


On January 22, 2019, Lieutenant Lio, was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Arballo and 
Henry Ortega, The interview was transcribed. The following is a summary of 
the interview: 


Lieutenant Lio was assigned as Unit 214S, dayshift field sergeant, and started his shift 
ati ours. Lieutenant Lio said he was at the station preparing for briefing when he 
heard a robbery call broadcasted. Shortly after he heard the call, Lieutenant Lio heard 
deputies broadcast 998 and immediately responded to their location from the station. 


Lieutenant Lio said as soon as he arrived he saw deputies had their weapons drawn at 
someone ( Medina) on the ground. He provided Deputy Hauser with a shield 
and bp ll ct the Arwen. Lieutenant Lio recalled the deputies had already 
formed an arrest team. Lieutenant Lio believed the deputies waited for his arrival so he 
(Lieutenant Lio) could provide them with the shield and ARWEN (Anti-Riot Weapon 
Enfield). 
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IAB Note: Ballistic shields are protection devices deployed by 
police and military forces that are designed to stop or 
deflect bullets fired at their carriers. 


IAB Note: The ARWEN is a non-lethal launcher which fires 37mm 
non-lethal rounds (foam or wooden or tear gas) 
designed for riot control. 


Lieutenant Lio said he remained at the rear of the team and monitored the approach. 
After Suspect Medina was secured, Lieutenant Lio wanted to get Suspect Medina 
medical attention but realized there was a second person (Witnes who 
caught his attention. 


When the deputies had their guns drawn to make the approach on Suspect Medina, 
Lieutenant Lio saw that Witnes: was in the line of fire when he (Witness 
attempted to wave them down. At the time, Lieutenant Lio and the deputies 
were unsure of Witness involvement with Suspect Medina. Lieutenant Lio 
directed deputies to use their patrol vehicles as cover to make an approach on Witness 
| During his IAB interview, Lieutenant Lio did not remember which deputies 
made the approach on Witnes: r who cleared his Witness vehicle. 
Lieutenant Lio monitored the deputies as they approached and extracted Witness 
from his (Witness! vehicle. Lieutenant Lio said approximately one 
minute later the fire department arrived and rendered first aid to Suspect Medina. 


NON-EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS:

On March 16, 2010 M was interviewed by Homicide detectives 
Gustavo Carrillo and Adan Torres and IAB Sergeants Knight, J and Arballo. 
The interview was summarized in the Homicide case book [Exhibit A, pages 2 and 3]. 
The interview was transcribed and included in this case. The following is a brief 
summary of the interview: 


Witnes EE stated he arrived at the location prior to the start of his work shift 
which began at 0600 hours. Witness Ahad a job scheduled at the building 
located at the! corner of Gage Avenue and Holmes Avenue. Witness 
parked his car on 64'» Street, along the north curb, facing west. Witness
